One of these figures bears a remarkable 
likeness to the stalwart figure of Prince 
Bismarck. Sunday night the Emperor, with 
all his royal guests, attended the opera, 
the Grand Duchess of Baden being seated 
nexttohim. Later on the Crown Prince and 
Princess took tea with the Emperor and Em- 
press. 

GREAT ENTHUSIASM, 

BERLIN, March 22.— Prince Bismarck has 
assured the Crown Prince, Rudolph of Austro- 
Hungary, who is here representing his father 
atthe Emperor’s birthday celebration, that 
Germany’s foreign policy is pacific; that 
peace iT) assured for 1887, and 
that there is no cause of disquietude 
in either the East or the West. 
The city is crowded. All the best hotels are 
filled with royal personages.

Two hundred German residents of Vienna 
have subscribed the expense of a@rreat ban- 
queét to be given to-night. The Bavarian Min-— 
ister will preside at the banquet in place of the 
Prince of Reuss, the German Embassador, 
who 1s absent at Pesth. All the Vienna 
papers publish articles laudatory of the 
German Emperor’ character and career.

A MAGICIAN ON ’CHANGE. 


Herr mann Visits the ‘Pit’? To-day—Manager 
Pope Refused Admission. 


The announcement that Hermann, the mag- 
ician, had been invited by the Merchants’ Ex- 
change to pay that institution a visit, and the 
announcement that the prestidigitator would 
come, together with the anticipation that he 
would mystify the bulls and bears in the wheat 
pit, attracted an immense throng to 
the floor of the Exchange to-day 
between noon and the close at 1 o’clock. 


Shortly after the noon hour merchants ar- 
riving on the floor looked around excitedly 
and asked, *‘What’s all this crowd for?’’ and 
the answer given would invariably be the 
same: ‘‘Herrmarnn is coming.’’ This ex- 

ression became a universal cry, and 

y 12:45 business was suspended and 
the speculators, brokers, merchants and 
clerks began to crowd around the rostrum, 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the magi- 
cian. Presently it beganto be noised abroad 
that Herrmann was not coming; thatPresident 
Gaiennie had nut his veto on the performance, 
end that the magician would not be permitted 
to come on the floor. 

Another rumor had it that President Gai- 
ennie had no objectionsto Herrmann’s ap- 
pearance on the floor, but that he had refused 
to allow Mr. Charles R. Pope, who, it was un- 
derstood, would introduce the

WARD WARS. 


HOW THEY ARE RAGING IN THE DEMO- 
CRATIC STRONGHOLDS TO-DAY. 


Candidates for Democratic Nominations for 
the Municipal Assembly and the City 
Central Committee—No Council Delega- 
tions in the Field To-Day—Bitter Fights 
for Places in the Committee—The Ins 
and the Outse—To-Mvurrow’s Convention— 
Political Notes and Gossip. 


The Democratic primary polls opened at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, when the constituents 
of the local bosses contending for power be- 
gan a final round-up of voters at the polling 
booths. The primaries to-day were more 
important than the usual skirmish 
preliminary to the off-year municipal 
election, on account of the complications 
growing out of the redistriction of tne city. 
By provision of the charter, in event of the 
failure of the Municipal Assembly to equalize 
the voting population of the twenty-eight 
wards, that duty devolves on the Circuit 
Court. When the court concluded the re- 
distriction the members of the Central Com- 
mittees were partitioned off so that they did 
not represent the territory for which they 
were originally chosen, and a new election of 
committeemen became necessary. This ad- 
ditional interesting feature was added 
to the regular spring election this year 
by the Democrats. To-dayinecach ward the 


-voters are called upon to elect a delegation to 


the Democratic Convention, which will be held 
to-morrow morning at Entertainment Hall, 
Exposition Building, and to nominate a candi- 
date for the race forthe House of Delegates. 
When the Democratic Central Committee de- 
cided to resign after the redistriction, the ac- 
tion was not purely disinterested, for they 
first decided that the outgoing committeemen 
should have the nomination of judges and 
clerks. This right constitutes the nine points 
of a political case. The opposition to the ‘‘ins’’ 
vainly asked for representation in the poll- 
ing pooths. In the Fourth, Eighth, Seven- 
teenth and Twenty-fifth Wards the opposition 


is said to be stronger than the machine, but the 
*‘oute’’ have been unable to get representa- 
tion at the count of the ballots, and their fight 
is almost hopeless, The outcome of the eleo- 
tion in many wards is very doubtful. 

FIRST WARD. 

The election of Jas. Bannerman for the race 
for the House of Delegates in the First Ward 
put the Morrissey party to flicht,and the pres- 
ent incumbent, Mr. Morrissey, has consented 
to give up his chair without resistance. Isaac 
Conran, the present representative of the First 
Wardinthe Democratic Central Committee, 
will be chosen again by the delegation without 
opposition. 

SECOND WARD. 

Delegate Pat Monahan has no opposition to- 
day for the Democratic nomination for the 
House of Delegates in the Second Ward. Harry 
Keevil, the Central Committeeman, will be re- 
elected beyond question. 

THIRD WARD. 

The withdrawal of Tom Fitzpatrick, the 
horseshoer, from the race for the nomination 
for the House of Delegates has left Capt. L. 
Guion without opposition. Central Commit- 
teeman Thos. J. Skidmore will go back to the 
committee. 

FOURTH WARD.

THE [IRISH QUESTION, 


Precedence for the Coercion Bill to Be De- 
manded in the House of Commons. 


Special Cablegram tothe Rost-Dispatch. 

LonD2ON, March 22.—(Copyright 1887.] The 
Salisbury government has at last come to its 
point of attack in the Irish business, The First 
Lord of the Treasury will to-day demand that 
precedence be givenin the House of Commons 
to that long-contemplated coercion bill. A 
day or two later the Tory land bill will be in- 
troduced into the House of Lords, and then 
the real serious work of Parliament will begin. 
The Times states in an editorial that ‘‘Any at- 
tempt to prolong the debate on the demand for 
the introduction of the coercion bill would 
partake of the nature of obstruction and ought 
not, therefore, be tolerated. It would prac- 
tically be a question of confidence in the goy- 
ernment and onaquestion of confidence the 
government would havea large majority. The 
rule of cloture by majority ought to be applied 
at once and the bill hurried through to its 
second reading.’’ It goes on to say: ‘‘The 
ministerial measure for strengthening the 
criminal procedure in Ireland is certain not 
to bea half-hearted one. No government 

could hope to survive without the means of 
putting down the disorders which at present 
are triumphant in that country. Every day 
adds to the scandal of Irish lawlessness. The 
policy of Mr. Gladstone and his followers is to 
contest every inch of ground. The progress of 
the bill will be hindered from the. very wang? by 
every means known in legisiative wart

The Hyacinth Trade. 
From the London Standard. 

The hyacinth is an important branch of 
horticultural commerce. For at least 300 
years it has been cultivated, and as early 
as 1597 Gerard mentions six varieties as 
grown in England. Less than a century 
later the six had multiplied into ma 
single and double forms, and in the mid- 
dle of last century the famous Dutch 
Ss of this bloom, supreme among 

he flowers of spring, offered for sale fifty 
single-flowered and nearly one hundred 
double-flowered varieties. 

One of them, known as *‘La Reine des 
Femmes,’’ a single white, is said to have 

roduced from thirty-four to thirty-eight 

owers on a spike, and on its first appear- 
ance to have sold for more than £4 a bulb, 
while the ‘‘Conqueror,” a double blue, 
brought fully double that price; the 
‘*Gloria Mundi’’ between £20 and £39, and 
the “King Solomon’’ an even higher price 
The original of allthese plants is not, as 
many people suppose, the wild hyacinth 
of our woods, but a scarcely less insig- 
nificant Oriental form, bearing oa single 
spike only a few narrow-lobed ‘*washy 
blue flowers.’? The improvements in it 
are all due to the skill of the gardener, 
who selects his breeding forms with all the 
care which the grazier bestows on his 
Durhams and Ayrshires. 
The result is that it is by no means un- 
common to see spikes of hyacinths six or 
seven inches long, and thickly set with 
blooms which measure in circumference 
from seven tonine inches. The Puglish 
nurserymen have, no doubt, done much 
to bring this plant to what they are pleased 
to call perfection, though the botanist 
considers it the acme of monstrosity, But 
the Dutch growers still maintain their 
traditional eminence as the champion by- 
acinth rearers of the world. 
There 1s something in the soil of Hol- 
land, something also in its humid atmose 
phere, congenial to these plants, and 4 
great deal in the patient, unexcitable 
character of its excellent people which 
peculiarly suits them for the placid labor 
of growing bulbs. Haarlem, which in the 
height of the tulip mania was the metrop- 
olis of this trade, is still pre-eminently 
the home of the bulb merchants. In a 
month it will be better worth visiting than 
at the season when the tourists usually are 
to be seen in its Old World streets. For 
in April and the beginning of May the 
suburbs for miles and miles will be per- 
fectly aglow with the most delicately- 
scented flowers.

by the members of the Thirty-fourth General 
Assembly a great deal depends upon the atti- 
tude of what is known as the ‘‘Southeast dele- 
gation.’” They number thirty-five votes 
and represent the counties in Southeast 
Missouri. With the exception of Repre- 
sentative Crocker of Iron County, who refers- 
tohimself as ‘‘the lone tree,’’ the delegation 
stood solid against the Senate and House rail- 
road bills, during the entire session. Their 
thirty-four votes together with the forty votes 
of the Republican members were sufficient to 
defeat the passage of any measure, railroad or 
otherwise, which might come up, and the 
Southeast delegation is jointly responsible 
with the Republican minority for the defeat of 
the House bill, which was generally considered 
the best railroad bill before the Legislature. 

Representative Jas. Moore of Laclede Coun- 
ty, Chairman of the Republican Caucus Com- 
mittee which drew up the ‘‘Moulton substi- 
tute,"” which was pending in the Senate when 
the General Assembly adjourned, has repeat- 
ediy stated that the Republicans will not vote 
fora railroad bill which does not fix a sched- 
ule for Maximum rates and give to the Repub- 
licans two railroad commissioners. If Mr. 
Moore correctly represents the majority of the 
Republican members, then the Southeast dele- 
gation caucus must be broken, or the extra 
session will fail as completely as did the 
Thirty-Fourth General Assembly in the pas- 
sage of a railroad bill. 

REPRESENTATIVE DUNN

porter this morning said: ‘‘I believe that the 
railroads are making a great mistake in op- 
posing legislation for their inter- 
ests at the extra session of 
the Legislature. It is possible’ that 
the solid Southeast delegation and the Repub- 
licans combined may be able to defeat for the 
present all attempts to secure the passage of a 
railroad bill, but eventually the people must 
win.

I believe 
that the large proportion of conservative 
members in the “body which will meet 
next May could agree upon a fair 
and just measure which will not 
injure the roads, and which willat the same 
time satisfy the people. I also believe that an 
further attempts to defeat anyj and all rail- 
road legislation will result in a reaction in the 
conservative sentiment which will sweep 
everything before itand crystalize in the pas- 
sage of rallroad laws which will really cripple 
the railroad interests.’’ 

“Do you think the Govenor will incor- 
porate in his proclamation a request for the 
passage of a militia bill?’’ 

“I’ve heard it reported that such was 
his intention, but know nothing ositive 
onthe subject. If the Southeast members are 
resl'y desirous of securing an appropriation 
forthe support of the militia they can get it 
byagreeing to a good railroad bill.

An Impulsive Prince.

The Prince Imperial was a young gen- 
tleman of high spirit. and not very easy 
to control. In August, 1878, only a few 
months before his tragical death, we ar- 
rived at Christiana, intending to take the 
usual mid-day train for Copenhagen. 
The town was all decorated with flags, 
and we found that the roval yacht was ex- 

ected, the Prince Imperial on board. He 
1ad been on a visit to the King and 
Queen of Sweden at a little coun- 
try place called Orkerud (distant 
some three hours by steamer), and 
was now returning to England, 
via Copenhagen, intending to travel by

$8,850,000; that the total of preferred claims 
(deductin available assets outstanding 
when the receivers took charge) 
are in the neighborhood of $3,047,289, 
showing that if no interest charges on under- 
lying mortgages had been paid, the sum of 
about $800,000 would now be available to be 
distributed on some equitable basis in inter- 
est payments on lines east and west. 

The report shows that there has been paid 
out for interest on lines East and West the 
sum of about $100,000. It is fair to assert 
that on no basis of distribution would 
the lines east be entitled to 
$700,000 for interest if their . surplus 
of about $800,000 was now on hand for distri- 
bution and if no interest disbursements 
had been made. If out of the gross 
earnings of the property in the 
receiver’s hands money has been taken to pay 
interest on underlying mortgages which might 
roperly have been applied to that class 
aggregating over $3,000,000, as

off his clothes. The King then mildly sug- 
gested tnat he should atleast perform 
that operation below; but not a bit! And in 
another moment his Imperial highness was 
stripped and careening about the deck in 
a state of nature. Seeing him so deter- 
mined the order was given to stop the ves- 
sel, and almost before this could be done 
the Prince hud plunged over the side. 
Upon this the Prince Royal of Sweden and 
some of the younger gentlemen in attend- 
ance also undressed and there were soon 
half a dozen of themin the water, swim- 
ming round the yacht,the Prince Imperial 
eee on their backs and riding them 
ike so many dolphins. Nor was it till 
they had had some half an hour of this 
— that the yessel was allowed to pro- 
ceed.

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THE SPECIAL SESSION, 

By the 55th section of the Fourth Article 
of the Constitution a called session of the 
General Assembly is deprived of authority 
to legislate upon any subjects not men- 
tioned in the call or submitted in mes- 
sages from the Governor. If he submits 
to the called session, as he probably will, 
nothing but the deficiency bill lost by an 
informality, and the matter of railroad 
legislation, the members will be forced to 
meet the square issue and to make their 
records on the question whether the Con- 
stitution or the will of a Wall Street syn- 
dicate shall be the supreme law of Mis- 
souri—whether her Legislature is to prove 
itself the loyal servant of her people, or 
the cringing menial of any distant railroad 
Croesus who may desire to rule the State 
and squeeze blood out of her industries to 
enrich his watered stocks. 

From a contest so clearly and sharply 
defined as this will be, perhaps the lobby- 
ists who figured at the regular session in 
the most offensive spectacle that ever dis- 
graced Missouri legislation, will be called 
off as a measure of prudence.

.tion of that spectacle. They took their 
pay and their orders from Wall Street and 
willingly did its dirty work, knowing the 
consequences. They are already notorious 
as the hired tools of an alien interest seek- 
ing to subvert the Constitution and de- 
bauch the Legislature of their own State 
by the well-known New York methods. 
They willfully dishonored their own pro- 
fessions of party loyalty by seducing party 
representatives in the Legislature to re- 
pudiate the platforms on which they were 
elected.

Railroad Folly. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

The Western railroads seem to be conduct- 
ing with great folly towardthe prospective 
national commission. They have advanced 
the rate on through freights 50 per cent, with 
an aiternative arrangement designed to meet 
competition by the Canadian Pacific on the 
ground that the former isthe lowestrate which 
iscompatible with thelaw. Nowasthe law 
fixes no rate, and simply requires that rates 


a less than fora greater distance, it is difficult 
to see how a straight advance of 50 per cent is 
goingto help matters. The roads have also 
taken the ground that commissions on busi- 
ness are allowable, in which action they dis- 
regard the counsel of Judge Cooley, who says 
these commissions have been a fruitful source 
of railroad wars and that the law was intended 
toreform thiseyil. The railroad managers 
have also raised the rate for mileage tickets 
from $20 to $35 per 1,000 miles, for which the 
law furnishes no excuse. Judge Cooley says 
the Western roads ‘‘have made a serious mis- 
taxe,’’ and this is very evident, both from the 
facts and from contrast with the action of 
Eastern managers, who have not announced 
any such advance of rates.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


JUDGE SEDDON’S PRONOUNCED. VIEWS IN 
A CASE OF CONTESTED DIVORCE. 


wn 


The Peace of a Family Broken Up by a 
Widow—Six Thousand Dollars Alimony 
Awarded a Wronged Wife—A New 
Judge’s Opinion on Marital Obligations 
—Decisions Kendered in the Court of 
Appeals To-Day. 


Judge Seddon rendered a stinging decision 
to-day in the first contested divorce case 
which he was calied upon to try iv his division 
of the Court, Augusta Gereke against Henry 
Gercke. The wife sued fora divorce of the 
ground of indignities rendering her condition 
intolerable anc on the ground of intidelity. 
The husband filea a cross-bill alleging indig- 
nitieson the part of the wife. They were 
married ih 1853 and lived together on 
good terms until five years before 
the divorce suit was commenced. About that 
time Mr. Gercke admitted a widow to a house 
upon his premises adjoining hisown. By de- 
grees an intimacy sprung up between the hus- 
band and the widow, causing an estrange- 
ment between his wife and family and himself. 
The Court finds that several times when his 
wife desired him to break off his in- 
timacy with the widow he assaulted 
and kicked herin a brutal manner. Finally 
his wife's suspicions heing fully aroused, and 
finding her husband ‘in a compromising atti- 
tude with the widow, she charged him witha 
desertion of herand with infidelity. There- 
upon he assaulted and kicked her so brutally 
that she was lame for several days. 
Mrs. Gercke then left home and 
went to reside with her married 
daughter. Her husband a few days later 


took the widow into his house, paying her 
$25 a month under the pretense of employing 
her as a housekeeper. 

The Court finds that Mrs. Gercke demeaned 
herself as a dutiful and faithful wife. She was 
a slave to her husband’s will, and by her pru- 
dence, thrift and economy greatly 
aided her husband in the acqui- 
sition of his property. The . evidence 
convinces the court that the husband had 
been sustaining illicit relations some time be- 
fore his wife’s departure from home, and she 
was fully justified in leaving him. A court of 
justice seidom has to deal with a more open 
and flagrant violation of the marital obliga- 
tion and such utter disregard of a proper sense 
of decency and prupriety. The husband has 


| exhibited considerable talentin covering up his 
peers pending this suit, and the wife would 


ave difficulty in collecting a monthly ailow- 
ance. 

The Court places the value of the property 
at $13,000. Mrs. Gercke has been the willing 
slave of her husband throughout their 
long married life, and by her pru- 
dence, economy and fidelity materially 
assisted her husband in amassing his fortune. 
It is but fair that she should be treated as an 
equal partner. There will beadecree of di- 
vorce in favor of the wife, an allowance of 
$175 for counsel fee and alimony in gross in the 
sum of $6,000.

THE SPECIAL SESSION, 


By the 55th section of the Fourth Article 
of the Constitution a called session of the 
General Assembly is deprived of authority 
to legislate upon any subjects not men- 
tioned in the call or submitted in mes- 
sages from the Governor. If he submits 
to the called session, as he probably will, 
nothing but the deficiency bill lost by an 
informality, and the matter of railroad 
legislation, the members will be forced to 
meet the square issue and to make their 
records on the question whether the Con- 
stitution or the will of a Wall Street syn- 
dicate shall be the supreme law of Mis- 
souri—whether her Legislature is to prove 
itself the loyal servant of her people, or 
the cringing menial of any distant railroad 
Croesus who may desire to rule the State 
and squeeze blood out of her industries to 
enrich his watered stocks. 

From a contest so clearly and sharply 
defined as this will be, perhaps the lobby- 
ists who figured at the regular session in 
the most offensive spectacle that ever dis- 
graced Missouri legislation, will be called 
off as a measure of prudence, Personally 
they have nothing to fear from g repeti- 
tion of that spectacle. They took their 
pay and their orders from Wall Street and 
willingly did its dirty work, knowing the 
consequences. They are already notorious 
as the hired tools of an alien interest seek- 
ing to subvert the Constitution and de- 
bauch the Legislature of their own State 
by the well-known New York methods. 
They willfully dishonored their own pro- 
fessions of party loyalty by seducing party 
representatives in the Legislature to re- 
pudiate the platforms on which they were 
elected. Henceforth they are marked 
men and there is no lower depth of politi- 
cal degradation for them in the politics 
of this State. 

But if they would earn their pay 
honestly by rendering some real service 
to the railroads, they should beg permis- 
sion to keep away from the called session.

He is as honestas an old Roman. He 
holds his kingly and imperial revenues as 
& public trust. Heis personally aconom- 
ical because he feels that he is spending 
the people’s money. He will not waste 
that trust fund, and he will not let others 
waste it. He is neither a miser nor a 
spendthrift. He is rather a watchdog 
of the Treasury.

The Western railroads seem to be conduct- 
ing with great folly toward the prospective 
national commission. They have advanced 
the rate on through freights 50 per cent, with 
an alternative arrangement designed to meet 
competition by.the Canadian Pacific on the 
ground that the formeristhe lowestrate which 
is compatible with thelaw. Now asthe law 
fixes no rate, and simply requires that rates 
shall be reasonable, uniform and no higher for 
a less than fora greater distance, it is difficult 
to see how a straight advance of 50 per cent is 
gOingto help matters. The roads have also 
taken the ground that commissions on busi- 
ness are allowable, in which action they dis- 
regard the counsel of Judge Cooley, who says 
these commissions have been a fruitful source 
of railroad wars and that the law was intended 
toreform thiseyil. The railroad managers 
have also raised the rate for mileage tickets 
from $20 to $35 per 1,000 miles, for which the 
law furnishes no excuse. Judge Cooley says 
the Western roads ‘‘have made a serious mis- 
taxe,’’ and this is very evident, both from the 
facts and from contrast with the action of 
Eastern managers, who have not announced 
any such advance of rates,

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


| JUDGE SEDDON’S PRONOUNCED. VIEWS IN 


A CASE OF CONTESTED DIVORCE. 


The Peace of a Family Broken Up by a 
Widow—Six Thousand. Dollars Alimony 
Awarded a Wronged Wife—A New 
Judge’s Opinion on Marital Obligations 
—Decisions Rendered in the Court of 
Appeals To-Day. 


Judge Seddon rendered a stinging decision 
to-day in the first contested divorce case 
which he was calied upon to try iv his division 
of the Court, Augusta Gereke against Henry 
Gereke. The wife sued fora divorce of the 
ground of indignities rendering her conaition 
intolerable anc on the ground of iniidelity. 
The husband filed a cross-bill alleging indig- 
nitieson the part of the wife. They were 
married fh 1853 and lived together on 
good terms until five years before 
the divorce suit was commenced. About that 
time Mr. Gercke admitted a widow to a house 
upon his premises adjoining his own. By de- 
grees an intimacy sprung up between the hus- 
band and the widow, causing an estrange- 
ment between his wife and family and himself. 
The Court finds that several times when his 
wife desired him«to break off his in- 
timacy with the widow he assaulted 
and kicked herin a brutal manner. Finally 
his wife’s suspicions being fully aroused, and 
finding her husband In a compromising atti- 
tude with the widow, she charged him witha 
desertion of herand with infidelity. There- 
upon he assaulted and kicked her so brutally 
that she was lame for several days. 
Mrs. Gercke then left home and 
went to reside with her married 
daughter. Her husband a few days later 
took the widow into his house, paying her 
$25 a month under the pretense of employing 
her as a housekeeper. 

The Court finds that Mrs. Gercke demeaned 
herself as a dutiful and faithful wife. She was 
a slave to her husband’s will, and by her pru- 
dence, thrift and economy greatly 
aided her husband in the acqui- 
sition of his property. The evidence 
convinces the court that the husband had 
been sustaining illicit relations some time be- 
fore his wife’s departure from home, and she 
was fully justified in leaving him. A court of 
justice seldom has to deal with a more open 
and flagrant violation of the marital obliga- 
tion and such utter disregard of a proper sense 


of decency and ee: The husband has 
le talentin covering up his 


ave difficulty in coliecting a monthly allow- 
ance. 

The Court places the value of the property 
at $13,000. Mrs. Gercke has been the willing 
slave of her husband throughout their 
long married life, and by her pru- 
dence, economy and fidelity materially 
assisted her husband in amassing his fortune. 
It is but fair that she should be treated as an 
equal partner. There will beadecree of di- 
voree in favor of the wife, an allowance of 
$175 for counsel fee and alimony in gross in the 
sum of $6,000. 


The Cookery-Book Controversy. 


Judge Dillon to-day rendered a decision in 
the cookery-book contract suit of Mrs. H. A. 
B. Sudaoth vs. Wm. 8, Bryan, her publisher. 
The Court’s construction of the contract was 
that Mrs. Suddoth agreed to pay $1,000 to be 
applied in the first instance to the publication 
of 1,000 copies ofthe book und if that was not 
then the balance of the 
cost of publication was to be paid 
out of the first money received 
from sales of the book, and after paying all 
the cost of publication of 1,000 copies out of 
the first money received from sales of the 
book and before any profits should be re- 


| ceived by either the piaintiff or the defendant, 


the $1,000 should be returned to Mrs. Suddoth. 
It was conceded that Mr. Bryan did publish no 
more than five hundred copies of the book. 
Mrs. Suddoth when she advanced her money 
took her chances of being able to get her 
money back from the sales of the books which 
Mr. Bryan agreed to publish. 

The Court holds that it does not become the 
publisher, after having received the money to 
publish the books, to retain it and say 
that the kooks would not have sold 
even if he bad published the number 
agreed upon, and as it would do 
the authoress no good to publish the books, 
it was as well to save the cost of publication. 
He had no right to refuse to publish more 
books than could be published forthe money 
advanced, thereby leaving the authoress with- 
out the possibility of getting her money back. 
The manuscript was in bad shape, but the 

ublishers had waived that objection. <A 
Soaament is entered in favor of Mrs. Suddoth 
for $755.60.

New Instruments for the Signal Office—T rade 
in Tobacco Stems—Sub-Treasury Count. 
To-day Sergt. G. A. Weber has been out at 
Forest Park looking over the site for the pro- 
posed Signal Station, which will be at the Park 
cottage. This is the®Sergeant’s first inspec- 
tion of the place since last autumn, and 
he is as well pleased with the outlook 
for properly locating the instruments 


ashe wasthen. Yesterday he received infor- 
mation that the following instruments would 
be sent from the War Department for the new 
station: Two barometers; one- whirling psy- 
chrometer, three exposed thermometers, four 
seit-registering thermometers, two maximum 
and two minimum, one Robison’s anemome- 
ter with electrical self-register, one 
rain gauge; one snow gauge. These instru- 
ments are of the latest improved pattern, and 
with the unexcelled exposure the readings at 
the St. Louis Station will be among the most 
accurate and satisfactory data in the country. 
Collector Barnum has been asked an inter- 
esting question, which opens up the possi- 
bilities of anew industry. A party of gentle- 
men desirous of forming 4&4 ey 
for the manufacture of a fertilizing 
agency out of tobacco stems, 4aj- 
ied to the Internal Revenue Office for 
{nformation as to how they should proceed in 
the matter without making themselves liable 
to penaity. There is a regulation that a to- 
bacco factory’s refuse that might be used in 
the production of tobacco cannot be pur- 
chased without a special permit. These 
tobacco stems, althovgh thrown away, 
by big manufacturers, conid be, and are fre- 
quently used secretly for the production of an 
inferior grade of tobacco. This could be 
easily donein reducing it to a fertilizing con- 
dition, because the pulverizing would not de- 
prive it of the fitness required tor the manu- 
facture of tobacco. The decision of the 
Collector’s office was that a special li- 
cense would have to be granted to any 
such company. Chief Clerk Atwood, speak- 
ing about this trade in tobacco stems, said it 
‘Was a surprise to him that they have not been 
utilized in some such way before. St. Louis 
being the greatest tobacco center in the world, 
there are thousands and thousands of pounds 
of these stems which are allowed to go to 
absolute waste. Every year tons of them 
are dumped in the Mississippi River. He ex- 
pects that a regular effort will be made to use 
these stems for enriching the ground instead 
of the river. 
George ©. Dice, Post-office Inspector, has 
resigned his position. He has been in the 
work a little over five vears. Heclaims he is 
giving up his position to gointo private busi- 
ness. 
The count of silver is progressing steadily at 
the Sub-Treasury. About $3,000,000 had been 
checked off up to lastnight.

AMATEUR ATHLETES. 


THE DISCUSSION ON BALL PLAYING AND 
AMATEUR STANDING. 


Positive Steps to Be Taken in the Matter— 
—The Big Offer for Latham—Dempsey’s 
Great Headwork—Base Ball and Sport- 
ing News—Pugilistic Gossip. 


The recently revived controversy concera- 
ing the question of the definition of an ainateur 
athlete is causing no little stir in local amateur 
athletic circies. The matter was again brought 
prominently into notice by a paragraph in the 
Post-DISPATCH as tothe possible restriction 
which will be enforced in the coming games of 
the Missouri Amateur Athletic Club in allowing 
certain members who have participated in 
professional sports toenter in the events for 


which prizes are offered by the club. 

Mr. J. A. St. John, who was one ofthe first 
to call attention to the distinction which 
showed he observed between professional and 
amateur athletes, said to day to areporter of 
the Post-DIsSPATCH that so long as the mem- 
bers of the club do not raise any objection to 
such entries, the question will never be 

POSITIVELY DECIDED. 

“The case of Joe Murphy,’’ he said, 
‘‘ig the one mainly discussed, and 
I still hold that he should be debarred from 
competing in strictly amateur tournaments. 
If the members of the club permit him to enter 
Ido not well see how they can be classed as 
professionals for so doing, but if the definition 
of an amateur, as given by the National Asso- 
ciation, be strictly enforced I see no escape 
from such an action. It matters not whether 
the association has jurisdiction over base 
ball or not; you might § as_ weil 
argue that it has no jurisdiction 
over pugilism, inasmuch as it does not make 
rules under which boxing matches and tour- 
naments are to be conducted. This being the 
case, when you extend the interpretation of 
the definition to the distance it is being done 
in the Murphy case, thereis no rule of ama- 
teur athletics which could exclude John L.

Opinions of a Boonville Statesman on the 
Extra Session. 


Lon V. Stephens of Boonville came down 
from Jefferson City this morning with C. B. 
Buckner of Brownsville, Mo., the youngest 
member of the House and,Mr.Stephens thinks, 


the most promising. ‘‘The special ses- 
sion,’’ sajd the latter, ‘‘will be called 
for the consideration of railroad bills, 


“a militia bill and the deficeincy appropriation 
bill. Itis impossible to tell how long the ses- 
sion willlast. Itmay go on for two years. 
Many ofthe members would be glad ofthat. 
They will get aday, and many of them do 
not earn nearly so much athome. What good 
can be accomplished I cannot see. The mem- 
bers are so divided that an aceeptable railroad 
bill can hardly be presented. A good 
law would be one that is just to the railroads 
as well astothe people. We cannotgetalcng 
without the railroads and they cannot get 
along without the patronage of the péople. 
But there are members who will vote for any- 
thing that is anti-railroad, and the harder its 
provisions are the louder their voices are 
raised in its favor. Buckner has been fought 
bitterly because he introduced a substitute 
for House Bill 620. as it was said. it was offered 
only as a piece of obstruction to any railroad 
legislation. But its provisions were better for 
the protection of the people, and in the end I 
think it may be accepted. It really was an ob- 
struction, for there followed a division of 
sentiment on the two bills.’’ 

**Will there be any chance for a militia bill 
during the extra session?’’ 

‘*IT hardly think so. The raliroad bills have 
occupied all the time,and eyerything has been 
subordinated to them. There have been all 
kinds of trades, and the militia bill suffered 
in consequence. The Governor feels he has 
been badly used in this matter. Iam a colonel! 
on his staif, but will not resign as other militia 
men are tulking of doing. Tnat would dono 
good. The Governor seemsto have entirely 
changed his mind on the sgubject of 
Special sessions, for you know he refused 
to reconvene the Legislature when it was 
thought some legisiation on the subject of 
pleuro-pneumonia was thought necessary. 
He has also changed his opinions with refer- 
ence to railroads. Hé was an intimate friend 
of John C, Brown of the Missouri Pacific, and 
of tf. J. Portis. Two years ago the railroads 
aid not have a stronger friend in the State. 
Ilis message to the General Assembly yester- 
day showed hehas changed his opinions rad- 
ically. Heisa thoroughly honest and unpur- 
chasable- man, aud his change means that he 
believes his present views are right.’’
